Crimes 

Back  County  Crimes  was  the  fall  edrarTia  production  staged 
by  the  Queens  College  Drama  Department.  Directed  by  Pro- 
fessor Jane  Hadley  (a  student  favorite),  the  play  was  both 
stimulating,  and  entertaining.  With  a  fictional  setting  in  a  place 
called  "Love,"  Back  County  Crimes  followed  in  the  tradition 
of  Spoon-River  .Anthology  by  presenting  for  the  audience's 
approval  (and  sometimes  disapproval)  a  varied  cast  of  char- 
acters. 

A  musical  production,  Back  County  Crimes  showcased  the 
vocal  prowess  of  Queens'  aspiring  stars.

Scholarships  at  Queens  provide  qualified  students 
with  financial  assistance.  Queens  College  is  well-known 
for  their  assistance  in  trying  to  make  sure  that  every 
student  that  passes  the  admissions  requirements  is  able 
to  attend  Queens  if  they  so  desire.

Amsterdam.  Netherlands,  hosted  the  largest  gathering  of  AIDS  experts  in  July,  but  there  were 
no  breakthroughs  on  halting  the  deadly  sweep  of  this  virus.  The  12,000  participants  had  the 
opportunity  to  hear  some  1,000  speeches  and  discussion  on  virtually  every  aspect  of  the 
disease,  from  novel  combinations  of  drugs  to  the  pace  of  viral  mutations.  Marking  losses  here 
in  the  U.S.,  people  signed  panels  of  the  AIDS  Memorial  Quilt  in  New  York.  The  exhibition  is 
part  of  a  35-city  national  tour.

Hurricane  Andrew  struck  southern  Florida  on  8/24/92,  with 
wind  gusting  to  164  mpg  and  a  12-foot  tidal  surge  that  flat- 
tened homes,  uprooted  trees  and  wrecked  an  Air  Force  base. 
55  deaths  were  linked  to  the  hurricane.  The  hurricane's  54- 
hour  rampage  was  the  most  expensive  natural  disaster  in  the 
US.  "It's  like  a  bomb  hit,"  said  one  Florida  City  resident.

Hurricane  Iniki,  pictured  above,  dealt  a  direct  blow  to  Kauai,  on  9/11/ 
92,  with  winds  to  160  mph  and  torrential  rain.  It  destroyed  buildings  and 
damaged  many  others.  20-foot  waves  crashed  over  roads  and  the  island 
lost  power  and  telephone  service  before  the  worst  of  the  storm  hit. 
Iniki  was  the  most  powerful  hurricane  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands  this  cen- 
tury. 


Two  powerful  earthquakes  rocked  California  on  6/28/92,  killed 
a  child  and  Injured  300.  The  first  quake  registered  7.4.  The 
second  quake,  about  three  hours  later  measured  6.5. 


Shortly  after  noon  on  2/26/93,  an  explosion  rocked  the  World  Trade 
Center  in  New  York  City,  leaving  several  dead  or  injured.  The  bomb  is 
believed  to  have  been  carried  in  a  rented  van  parked  in  the  garage 
below  the  towers.
